EDITORIAL COMMENT 


[THE EXPRESS MONOPOLY 


A 


T the annual meeting' in New York of the 


Wells, Fargo Express company 
stock- 


holders it was disclosed that the net earnings of 
the corporation during the past year amounted 
to 3831-100 per cent on its capital stock. 


It appears from the Wells, Fargo exhibit that 


the express business is exceedingly profitable. 
The express 
companies arc enjoying "unex- 


ampled prosperity." 
Nor is it strange that the 


express companies should be able to make their 
business exceedingly profitable. Given a monop- 
oly of the parcels:carrying business of the coun- 
try, there is no limit to the profits that they may 
make, excepting the limit of "nil the traffic will 
bear." 


]n other countries, the governments of which 


are not controlled by a Republican campaign 
fund, parcels posts are maintained for the benefit 
of the public. In the United Slates the postofficc 
department is managed in the interests of the ex- 
press companies. When parcels shipped bv post 
from Great Kritain reach the United States the}1 


arc turned over by our postal department to the 
express companies to be carried to their des- 
tination. "The interests" arc protected. 


Showing the profit of the express business. 


The Fiancier reviews a circular letter issuer! by 
the directors of the Wells, Fargo company in de- 


fense of its policy in piling' up a large surplus of 
undivided profits. It appears that the company 


•in five years has increased it surplus from $3,- 
300.000 to $12,400,000, and that its earnings a 
year for the same period have averaged over $2,- 
500,000. The surplus is well invested and the 
income therefrom is sufficient to pay a 10 per 
cent, dividend on the stock, even though the com- 
pany did not earn a cent from its regular busi- 
ness.

It was only a few years since that another ex- 


press company gave its shareholders a gift in the 
way of a too per cent stock dividend, and this 
stock, and the old as well, is today quoted at 265. 
and is still appreciating in price. 
The express 


business is a paying investment'. 


The postofficc department with a parcels post 


could do the express business of the country. 
The heavier express could be carried as freight 
by the railways. 
But if the government were 


to establish a parcels post, inevitably it would lead 
to a heavy cutting of the charges for carrying 
the mails at the 
present 
rates 
charged 
for 


transportation . 
So the railway interests are 


brought to the support of the express interests 
in opposing a parcels post and the hands of the 
government is paralyzed.
